Befides, Lord George Lenox’s commiffion had not yer been 
made out, the warrant had been only figned by his Majefty, di- 
reéted to the Attorney or Solicitor-General ; therefore, allow- 
ing even that he ought to vacate his feat on accepting that of- 
fice, as,he had not yet received his commiffion, he ought not 
to be precluded from voting. 

After various obfervations by Captain James Luttrell, Mr 
Pitt, Lord North, Mr Pelham, &e. Lord Maitlaod’s motion 
was changed.to the following: -“¢ ‘That a copy of the warrant 
appointing Lord George Lenox’s commiflion to be made out, 
as Conftable of the ‘Tower, be laid before the Houfe ; as alfo’ 
a copy of the cammiflion of the late Conftable; with a lift of 
the various fees, &c. &c, independent of the falary of 10001. 
per annum, {pecified ia the warrant, belonging to that employ- 
ment.” . This metion was agreed to. And as heavy penalies 
attach on members, voting on a queftion, after their feats have 
been vacated by accepting a place of civil emolument under 
Government, Lord George’s friends declared the noble Lord 
would not vote in the Houfe during the inveftigation, whether 
the office of Conttable of the Tower is to be confidered as a 
civil or military employment. ; 

Paivireces or THE House, 

Lord Beauchamp vofe.and said, that of all the fabje&s which 
had engaged the difcuflion of that Houfe, this was one of the 
moft important. Iz was a queltion of no lefs magnitude than 
whether they thould exercife one of the moft material of their 
functions, or whether the Houfe-of Peers thoald be per.nitted 
to control their determinations—this was the obje& for their 
enquiries. It had been argued by the Lords, and given out by 
them to the world, in the fhape of a refolution, that for one 
branch of the Legiflature to afflume to ivfelf a power to difpenfe 
with, or fufpend the operation of another, was oncenftitutional aad 
illegal. How then did fuch a maxim apply to the conduct of 


common law, and the conititution had given that Houfe as pri- 
vileges, without which none of their capacities could be an- 
fwered, or accurately, and to public purpofes be eftablithed and 
afcertained ? Did not the Lords, by this refolution, overturn. 
the very maxim they endeavoured to eftablith —a maxim taken 
fimply by itfelf, without application to particular cireumftances, 
and only as an abftract propofision, a moft clear and definite 
truifm? But this refolution mot certainly did overturn irfelf 
by implication, though not in {pecific and abfolute. terms. It did 
it in the moft pointed manner that an indire& way could pofli- 
bly permit ; for it had affumed to fay, that the Houfe of Com- 
mons not only ‘ought not to have exercifed its moft important 
privilege and duty, but alfo that the exercife of that privilege, 
and the difcharge of that duty, had been sHegal and uncon/fitu- 
tionaé. Thus had the Lords, at the very moment they infulted 
and traduced the honour and dignity of that Houfe, themfelves 
been guilty of the offence which they affected to cenfure in the 
Houfe of Commons. 

In the inftance pf the refolutions of the 24th of December, 
the language of the Commbns was, that the Lords of the Trea- 
fury ought not to fuffer the Ealt India Company 'to accept bills, 
unlefs the Company thould poffefs {pecific effcdts, after the pay- 
ment of the duties due to the public, fufficient to difcharge fach 
bills as they fhould be permitted to accept, when they fhould ar- 
rive to maturity, or till that Houfe thould direst otherwife. 
How different was this language to that of the refolution of the 
Houfe of Lords, whith aflumed to itfelf the whole legiflature, 
by declaring the act of the Houle of Commons—the exercile 
of one‘of its molt ncceflany properties—illegal and uaconttitu- 
tional?
